HE value of the East Asin conference 

to be held in the Philippines towards 
the end of the month depends very lnrgely 
on what the delegutions of the various 
countries Invited are empowered to bring 
into it. It may be, ns was envisnged by 
President Quirino when’ issuing the 
invitations, the beginning of a series of 
consultations and oan altogether — closer 
assoctativn for mutual benefit. It could be 
also a waste of time and energy. Hopes 
are, however, running high. Such a con- 
ference has never before been held and 
never has it been more necessary, with 
the Communist mennce dark on the 
horizon. What is accomplished from a 
practical viewpuint fy not of the greatest 
importance.

This disorder is limited 
almost entirely. to women and 
the inflammation confined ta a 
singe artca——the skein just below 
the nape of tha neck. 


“Tt Is freauently — associated 
with some abnormal condition 
of the bady’s  mlandular seer 
tlons, particularly estrogens. It 
often ceetirs in women who are 
voing through the change | of 
life and are subject to the 
emotional disturbances which 
came nt this time. 


Feeling of Tonsfon 


It has been pointed out that 
during the chance of. life many 
women have a feeling of ten- 
sion or tightness in. the necls, 
and that this may be a Con- 
tributing cause for the rash. 


With proper treatment, this 
skin inflammation —ean_ . fre- 
quently be relieved,.if not com~ 
pletely overcome. An ointment 
made up of boric acid or am- 
moniated = mercury tn usually 
helpful, If the rash does not 
respond to this treatment, a 
rmati amount of phenol may be 
added 1o the ointment. Of 
course, the exact prepiration 
to be used must be decided by 
the physician, since the strength 
of the preparation varies 
with the sensitivity of the skin.

If an article for repair is sent to a firm in Britain from 
abroad, the firm are required to fill in four forms and to 
pay the Customs a duty on the article to ensure that it 


will be returned... 


As a result, many Bri- 
tish firms are now refusing 
to necept such orders. 


This Is the procedure: When 
an article for repair arrives at 
the Customs, a form is sent to 
the repair arm asking them to 
state «when and where the 
article was bought. 

This usually means that the 
firm must write to the owners 
and ask these questions. 

When they have completed 
this form they get another asking 
them if they w:ll pay the deposit 
on the article. 

They have to say

Then a third form — arrives 
nskingg if they 9 ure ready to 
receive the article.
